This  is  a  very  vigorous  iris,  tall,  rich  green 
foliage,  stout  well  branched  stems  46  inches  tall. 
The  flowers  are  large,  of  perfect  form  and  ex¬ 
quisite  finish  and  of  the  heaviest  texture.  This 
and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Hudelson  have  come  through 
storms  in  perfect  condition  when  every  other 


blossom  in  my  iris  garden  had  been  destroyed. 
Here  we  have  vigor,  aristocracy  and  delicate  re¬ 
finement  combined. 

Standards  are  ageratum  violet,  very  silky. 
The  falls  are  blackish  red  purple,  very  velvety. 
Beard  and  throat  markings  are  rich  yellow. 
Colorings  are  very  rich  and  harmonious. 

This  is  an  Alcazar  x  L.  A.  Williamson  seed¬ 
ling.  Richer  colorings,  better  finish,  better  pois¬ 
ed,  better  branched,  much  better  substance,

more  vigorous  plant,  longer  flowering  season, 
and  six  inches  taller  than  either  parent.  Very 
free  flowering,  increases  rapidly,  sets  seeds 
readily,  perfectly  hardy,  fragrant.

The  flowers  are  large,  waxy,  of  perfect 
form  and  finish,  gracefully  poised  on  stout,  well 
branched  stems  42  inches  tall.  Strong  foliage, 
vigorous  habit,  hardy,  fair  multiplier,  produces 
seeds  readily,  large  rhizomes,  long  flowering 
season,  fragrant.  $5.00  each.
